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PORTERVILLE — A building boom - actual and speculative - is 
underway in the general Porterville area, involving both public and 
private investment projects. 

In the category of ‘“‘for sure” is a new building for the Porterville 
Evening Recorder, at Oak and Third; Josten’s has announced a major 
expansion for their Porterville plant facility; at Poplar, a new 
community center project is under way, financed through the 
Porterville Veterans’ Memorial district; the Widman shopping center 
building has been completed just west of Porterville high school, and 
demolition of the old Western Floor Covering building on the 
property will start soon. 

United California bank .is nearing completion in the Porterville 
Plaza Shopping center area; demolition will start soon on the old 
Pioneer hotel building, Main and Putnam, to make way for a new 
Security Pacific National bank building; the old Weatherby 
Furniture building, near Main and Olive, is being remodelled for a 
new 88-cent store; a new hamburger and malt stand is filling in the 
bare space on Main street where Biddle’s used to be; a yardage shop 
is being added to the Town and Country Shopping center. 

On the agriculture front, the Euclid citrus packing house ih the 
Welcome district is being rebuilt, and at Woodville, Tule River Driers 
Inc. is in another major expansion program. 

And a new building is being completed on the north end of the 
Porterville Municipal airport by Sierra Aviation. 

In advanced planning stages is a medical center at Putnam and 
Villa; a professional center building on west Morton; and a financial 
center building in downtown Porterville. 

At Porterville college, contract has been let to move Jamison 
stadium as first step toward a “remodelled” campus, with a new 
science building planned in the not too distant future. 

And the long-awaited, and long-talked-about new Montgomery 
Ward building in the Plaza appears to be on the verge of actual start 
of construction. ; 

There is likely to be an apartment building where the old 
Porterville Foundry eyesore is located; the Lake Shore Village 
development west of Porterville is progressing; and considerable 
development of new and remodelled commercial buildings is planned 
along West Olive in the wake of the recently completed four-lane 
construction by the County of Tulare west of 65 Freeway and in 
anticipation of continued development of Olive by the city of 
Porterville from 65 Freeway into Porterville. 

In the “talking stages” are several major projects: A 228-unit 
Mobile Home park in the southwest area of Porterville; a 67-acre 
Mobile Home development on the south side of the Tule river 
opposite the River Island Golf course; and a 99-bed convalescent 
hospital that would eventually expand to double that size, plus an 
acute care hospital. 

Talk of large-scale land sales and development are being heard 
almost daily involving the Pleasant Valley and Springville areas; there 
are rumors aplenty about big-money, major development at 
California Hot Springs. 

In addition there is a surprising number of multiple dwelling units 
completed and being completed in the general Porterville area.

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THE NOT-SO-BAD 60s 
_ It was the hopeful fashion as 1959 faded away to © 
look forward to the “Soaring Sixties”. But a funny 
thing happened on the way to the 70’s. We let events 
convince us that the decade was practically a wall- 
to-wall crisis. A lot of people now are talking about 
‘what we must do to repair the damages. 

_ What damages? asks a noted demographer, Ben J. 
attenberg. The author of “This U.S.A.” wrote not 
long ago in a nationally syndicated column that in- 
stead of giving us cause for “so much self-pity, self- 
hate and self-doubt” the 60s were notable for marked 
improvement in the human condition in this nation. 

What about the much maligned “military-industrial 
mplex” that was the catalyst for many a campus 
crisis? Defense spending totalled 50 percent of the 
federal budget in 1960. Even with the Vietnam war, 
its 1970 percentage was 42. - 

Negro slums? As early as 1966 the percentage of 
“nonwhites living in substandard central city housing ~ 
had dropped from 1960’s 25 percent to 16 percent. 

Poverty? Whereas in 1960 at least 22. percent of 
the population—40 million persons—earned less than 
_ what today is held to be the poverty line, in 1968 the 
_ figures were down to 12 percent and 25 million. And 
_ that is based on data adjusted for price increases. 


We've a long way to go, but as the Wall Street 
Journal points out, we’re going, and have been for 
some time. And the way to keep going is, as the Jour- 
nal puts it, “not denigration but affirmation.”

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White Urges Springville Hospital Sale, 
But Facility Should Remain A Hospital 


PIXLEY — William R. “Bill” 
White, candidate for the fifth 
district supervisorial post of 
Tulare county, has urged the sale 
of the Springville hospital 
facility, providing it would be 
sold to an operator who would 
continue to use it as a medical 


facility. : 
White said that the Springville 
complex should remain a 


hospital for the benefit of Tulare 
county, the Sierra View District 
Hospital and the immediate 
community of Springville. Any 
substitute plan that changes the 
original concept of the hospital 
would only wind up costing the 
county more tax dollars, he said. 

White stated that the 
supervisors were shown concrete 
evidence that there was 
tremendous interest in the 
purchase of the hospital when 
10 firms indicated they would 
apply to buy the Springville 
facility. The highest proposed 
bid, he said, was over a million 
dollars. 

White urged the county to 
consider the hospital up for bids 
for a number of reasons, among 
them the fact that the county 
has already indicated that it 
would phase out county medical 
facilities by 1974. He felt that 
the Springville hospital’s trained 
and qualified staff could and 
probably would be absorbed by 
the new operators. It was his 
hope that selling the hospital to 
private enterprise would allow 
the Springville complex to be an 
on-going and improving medical 
center and would put. four 


hundred thousand dollars of 
assessed valuation back on to the 
tax roll. 

He went on to say that the 
hospital, operating under private 
enterprise would relieve the 
county tax payers of further 
obligation. The fact that this 
world famous facility would be 
in the hands of capable medical 
people with the intention of 
operating it on a profitable basis 
would increase the hospitai’s 
‘chances of serving Tulare county 
in an area that is in great need, 
specifically medical facilities. 

White also stated that the 
taxpayer should not overlook 
the impact of over one million 
dollars in revenue to the county 
from the sale of the hospital. He 
said that converting the 
Springville hospital into any 
other use would only cause the 
Tulare county taxpayers a 
further burden. They would 
have to subsidize a great medical 
facility that was being used for a 
purpose in which it was not 
intended. This would only invite 
deterioration, he said, and 
within a short time. cause the 
hospital complex to decrease in 
value on the open market 
leading to further economic 
threats to the Springville area by 
loss of employment. 

White concluded that as a 
supervisor he would call for bids 
on the Springville hospital, but 
condition the bidding to 
guarantee the continued use of 
the facility as a hospital that 
would be open to the public.

Farm Program Payments 
To Be Completed Earlier 


VISALIA — Secretary of Agriculture Clifford M. Hardin has said 
final payments to farm program participants in 1970 will be made as 
soon as possible after July 1, according to a U.S. Department of 
Agriculture announcement received by M.L. Rogers, chairman of the 
County ASC committee. Payments are expected to be completed as 
much as two months earlier than in previous years. 

Rogers said the speed-up in payments is in recognition of the 
extreme financing problem faced by farmers. He predicted that most 
of the 1970-crop payments, about $3.3 billion nationally, will be 


made to farmers in July or August. 


“Last year in Tulare county, feed grain, wheat, and cotton 
payments were not completed until November 10,” he said. 
The speed-up applies to all payments to participants in the 


voluntary farm programs - 


feed grain and cotton price support, 


wheat marketing certificates, and payments for voluntary diversion 


of feed grain and wheat. 


Farm program participants can request measurement service when 
they sign up for the voluntary feed grain, wheat and cotton 
programs. Sign-up period, now open, runs through March 20 at the 
County ASCS office. Measurement service is provided at cost. 

Rogers pointed out that farmers who are in the programs must 
certify the exact acreage they have planted to the program crops and 


the exact acreage diverted.

_ AGRICULTURE’S FUTURE IS BRIGHT 
BUT COTTON AND CITRUS IN TROUBLE 


VISALIA — Agriculture’s 
future is brighter than in many 
years, a noted agricultural 
economist told an audience of 

O attending the annual 

ting of Visalia Production 
tedit association held in Visalia 
February 24. 
Di. Eric Thor, head of the 
rmers Cooperative services in 
ie U.S. department of 
griculture in Washington, D.C., 
said the Nixon administration is 
working on a program to keep 

griculture a vital and healthy 
‘part of the U.S. economy. 

Dr. Thor, for many years an 
economist with the University of 
California Agricultural 
Extension service, outlined 

“prospects for major crops and 
said only two “are in trouble” - 
citrus and cotton. 

“Citrus has a serious problem, 
but if government will leave 
farmers alone they will solve the 
problem,” Dr. Thor said. “Some 
marginal groves are going to go 
out of production. If you have a 
good producing grove . . . just 
hang in there.” 

The agricultural economist 
said cotton is the ‘‘most serious 
farm problem in the United 
States.’’ He said falling 
consumption has convinced the 
Officials of the Agriculture 
department plans must be 
devised to let the cotton 
industry ‘‘make its own 
adjustments.” 

Bill McFarland of Clovis, 
president of Calcot, reported at 
a meeting with the Secretary of 
Agriculture that Texas and other 
Western producers “are ready 
for a change” in the cotton 
program, while the South seems 
to want to “struggle through 
another year” with the same 
program. 

McFarland said a program 
proposed over the next two to 
three years would lower the 
domestic allotment by 25 to 30 

‘percent, retain a price subsidy of 
17 to 18 cents a pound, and 
remove penalties for 
‘overplanting for non-domestic 
planting. 

- Dr. Thor then promised 
cotton ranchers “we are going to 
‘help you.” 

Although “agricultural people 

crying the blues” over the 

cost of credit and the things 

‘farmer must buy, Dr. Thor 
aid the administration is 


e battle airs 


inflation and this will help the 
farmer. 

Then he outlined the 
prospects for 1970 of major 
crops: 

-Livestock: Greatly improved 
in 1969 over 1967 and 1968, 
and 1970 should be better. 
Officials expect a shortage of 
beef and other livestock by 1975 
rather than a surplus. 

-Dairy: In the strongest 
position in years, with 
cooperatives merging and 
consolidating, although 
California is lagging in this 
consolidation. 

-Poultry: In 1969 it was up 
15 percent from 1968 and the 
1970-71 outlook is better. Great 
price swings that once hurt the 
poultry producer have been 
controlled. 

-Fresh fruits: The 1970 
demand is expected to be 
stronger than 1969, and prices 
for early peaches and plums 
should be up if farmers don’t 
glut the market. 

-Table grapes: The demand 
for 1970 will be stronger than 
1969, and the effect of the grape 
boycott is expected to ease. 

-Canned fruits: The price is 
depressed but the demand is 
stronger and the export outlook 
is improved over 1969. This 
should reduce surpluses, and in 
the next two years prices and 
production should stabilize. 

-Raisins: The industry is in 
good shape with the carryover 
not large, but in the long run the 
industry will have to make a 
joint effort with other products 
to increase demand for raisins. 

-Prunes: The outlook is 
good, but California -prune 
growers should concentrate on 
marketing rather than bargaining 
for prices. so high that 
competitors could take the 
Western European market. 

-Grains: U.S. farmers face 
increasing foreign competition 
and price problems. 

Dr. Thor said the Nixon 
administration’s farm program is 
designed to improve the 
economic position of the 
producers, balance production 
with needs, give the farmers 
more freedom in_ planting, 
develop and expand markets for 
export, expand agriculture and 
stem the flow of people from 
the farm to the city ghettos, 
protect the environment and 
wipe out hunger in the U.S. 


Thomas Bettencourt, of 
Lemoore, president of the board 
of directors, presided at the 
Visalia Production Credit 
association meeting. 

“Plenty of money is available, 
if you could afford it,” 
Bettencourt commented about 
high interest rates. He noted the 
association had about $24 
million available for loans in 
1969 and added about $2 
million in new loans to farmers 
who were not clients before 
1969. 

Bettencourt introduced many 
guests at the meeting, including 
Paul Enns, director of the Farm 
Credit District of Berkeley, and 
Paul Dobson of Exeter, a 
director of the Farm Credit 
board in Washington, D.C. 

Manager Don Murray noted 
that in 1969, VPCA made 632 
loans for $23,535,000, while in 
1968 the loan total was more 
than 670, but the total was 
$23,404,000. 

“This follows the trend of 
fewer loans but a higher total 
loaned,” Murray said. He noted 
the association started the year 
with a loan interest rate of 8 
percent and the rate had to be 
changed five times - reaching a 
median of 10.5 percent at the 
end of the year. 

The manager also reported 
construction on Visalia 
Production Credit’s new office 
building on West Main street is 
progressing and should be ready 
about June 1. 

Murray announced the board 
approved a four percent 
dividend for Class A 
stockholders, aud it was 
announced a new assistant 
manager has been selected - Ed 
Mefford, who was formerly farm 
loan officer for the Visalia 
branch of Crocker-Citizens bank.
